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Selectmen hope to stop 


office building at Silver Lake

Saying the newly proposed 
office building to be constructed 
by Silver Lake is “less than 
attractive,’ Selectmen 
Chairman Jim Stewart strongly 
recommended taking action to 
stop the construction. 

Speaking before his fellow 
selectmen at Monday night's 
melting, Stewart suggested the 
town either take the land by 
eminent domain or rezone it, 
whichever is considered best 
and least expensive 

Selectmen were in firm 
agreement with the decision to 
prevent the building's con 
struction. 

Such a building would 
“degrade the area tremen- 
dously,”’ said Stewart, and serve 
to obstruct the view of Silver 
Lake from Main Street. And, he 
added, they have recently made 
“great strides” in cleaning up 
that area 

The proposed building would 
be owned by Baizen Building 
Corp. of Salem and be built on 
land zoned for neighborhood 
business. The plans submitted to 
the planning board in early 
January meet all necessary 
requirements. 


Discussion centered around 


the legalities and methods of 
taking the land 

Since the owner is reportedly 
not passing papers until the end 
of the month and he hasn't 
applied for a building permit, 
Town Manager Buzz Stapc 
zynski said they would have to 
show cause in order to take the 
land by eminent domain. 

He explained that town 
counsel proposed taking the land 


by eminent domain from 
residential rather than in 
dustrially zoned property 


However, if this were done (and 
the rezoning to residential use 
could be done at the special town 
meeting), the owner could 
conceivably build houses on it 
before going to the annual town 
meeting 

Stewart suggested rezoning 
the land to open space use, since 
it’s the town's intention never to 
build on it 

Stapezynski pointed out that in 
rezoning to either residential or 
open space, the owner will 
always have the option to rezone 
at a later date 

DePasquale suggested they 
try a “reasonable approach” 
and offer to buy the land to 
rezone to open space, or park 
space, or conservation use

If they decide to go with 
eminent domain, it would 
necessitate paying the owner for 
his property and damages, and 
selectmen weren't sure where 
the funds would come from.

Town manager unveils 
$24.7 million budget

In describing his recom 
mended total budget of 
$24,747,888 for FY-1986, Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski told 
selectmen Monday night that it 
represented a “hold the line,’ no 
frills budget with no great in- 
creases, except those due to 
inflation, contractural 
agreements, and other factors 
The total figure represents a 
13.6 percent increase over last 
year’s appropriation of 
$21,779,007 
It could also be called a “ 
disclosure budget, s 
Stapezynski, as it contains 
requests and recommendations 
for the operation of 
Wilmington’s municipal 
departments and school 


departments. It also contains 
two "themes: expenditures are 
tied to the revenues the town 
receives and a certain portion of 
the budget is dedicated to the 
upkeep and maintenance of the 
town's infrastructures 
(buildings, moving stock, roofs, 
ete.) 

The largest increases come 
from two underground tanks 
being replaced at the DPW 
building (highway garage) (cost 
$100,000), a 25-year-old ladder 
truck being replaced by the fire 


department (cost $250,000), a 
computer system for the town 
accountant and micro: 
computers for other town 


departments (cost $135,000) and 
an increase of $108,000 to go 
toward increased tipping fees 


(disposal costs) to the NESWC, 
due to the opening of a solid 


waste recycling facility in North 
Andover 

Fixed costs are also in 
creasing by 46 percent, ac- 


cording to Stapezynski, in 


cluding an additional debt 
service for the high school 
renovation (cost $820,831) and 


costs 
ommended budget for 


town departments is $12,287,313, 
an overall increase of 26.9 
percent over last year. The 


recommended appropriation for 
school budgets is $10,115,075, a 
five percent increase over 
year’s figure. 
‘The budget also includes the 
sum of $495,000 for warrant

The motel building would house 
a restaurant and a swimming 
pool and be used primarily by 
travelers connected with in- 
dustry in Wilmington.

Gustus also pointed out that 
while the land is presently 
costing $1,800 a year in taxes,

Saisel was 
to take out a permit which 
allows him to keep the animals 
on the site and costs $25.00. So 
far Samsel has done nothing, 
Health Officer William Me- 
Menimen reported at a health 
board meeting on January 28. 

McMenimen reported he had 
visited the property January 28 


and that Samsel had been told 
there was to be a meeting that 
evening of the board of health 
Samsel was invited to attend, 
McMenimen said, ‘‘if there was 
anything to be discussed.’ 

McMenimen said he had 
looked at the site and reported 
that the horse was still there, 
and that the two foot chicken 
wire was still there. 

The health board voted to 
write a letter to Mr. Samsel, 
inviting him to attend the next 
board meeting on February 11 
They wish to discuss with him 
any reasons there may be for the 
board not to take action because 
he (Samsel) has not taken out 
the permit voted by the board, 
and because he has not gotten 
rid of the horse.

The board of the Reading

RMLD board members 
Chairman Francis Doughty and 
Alan Ames flatly refused to 
initiate conversations, ac- 
cording to the Chronicle. They

insisted that all they had heard 
of the problem was what had 
been reported in the press. 

Doughty said, however, that 
he personally would agree to a 
meeting with “outlying town 
officials” if they requested one. 
And, although Ames suggested 
these officials might begin by 
looking at RMLD facts and 
figures before they accuse the 
light department, he did not say 
he would block a meeting 

“We just do not understand 
why these people do not come.to 
us" Doughty said of town of- 
ficials and the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce, ac- 
cording to the Reading 
Chronicle.

Housing authority moves

Representatives of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
(WHA) on Monday toured a 
group home for autistic children 
in Chatham, similar to one 
which has been proposed for 
Wilmington 

The house, according to WHA 
Executive Director Lillian

The Reading Chronicle, Tuesday, and the Town Crier to- 
day, report that the commissioners of the Reading Municipal 
Light Department “‘flatly refuse’’ to initiate conversations 
with officials of Wilmington, North Reading, etc. on the con- 
troversy over the electric light rates in the towns served by 
the RMLD. They hint that the selectmen are ‘making 
political hay" and they say their only knowledge of what has 
happened is from the press 

Long before the controversy became public, officials of the 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce together with Wilm- 
ington selectmen and the Wilmington Town Manager attemp- 
ted to have a ‘‘conversation” with the commissioners, in 
their office at a regularly scheduled meeting. 

The commissioners listened to what some of the visitors 

say. Then they suggested that if anything more came 
up the conversation should be with the department officials, 
and not with the commissioners, president Nicki Johnson 
reported to the Chamber of Commerce 

It was after that that the chamber hired some investigative 
attornies who are knowledgable in Utility Law 

When it came time to get information from Reading Light, 
those attornies reported, the path was made difficult. There 
were times the attornies had to threaten to resort the 
Freedom of Information Act, passed by Congress some few 
years ago, the chamber was told 

It is pleasant to learn that the board officials of the RMLD 
are possibly willing to meet with officials of the ‘outlying 
towns. 

It will not be the first such meeting. Hopefully, it will be one 
of accord and readiness to exchange thoughts.

Warrant article proposed 
to change land sale method

A non-agenda proposal to 
change the process of selling 
town owned land became a 
priority item amid heated 
discussion at Monday night's 
board of selectmen meeting. 

The proposal, brought up by 
Chairman Jim Stewart, was an 
effort to take the selling of such 
land out of the hands of the 
selectmen, Instead, Stewart 
suggested selling land through a 
town meeting vote and at public 
auction. 

This, Stewart said, would be in 
the town’s best interest as it 
would help generate some profit 
for Wilmington and allow the 
selectmen to get out of the “real 
estate business 

In the end, selectmen agreed 
on a motion to have the bylaw 
committee study the feasibility 
of selling land through town 
meeting and public auction in 
the hope of placing an altered 
bylaw on the annual town 
meeting warrant this April

a proposal stating what they 
intend to do with the land. A 
precedent has already been set 
with the action the board took

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Tougher academic standards 
proposed for graduation

The school committee moved 
one step closer to making ex- 
tensive changes in high school 
graduation requirements, 
thanks to the recently drawn up 
Excellence in Education report 
and to Principal Paul Fleming's 
comments back to the school 
board on the report last Wed- 
nesday night 

Speaking for his ad- 
ministrative staff, each of whom 
had a copy of the report and 
gave their reactions to it, 
Fleming said his group almost 
unanimously supported the 
outlined goais and changes 

Proposed requjrement 
changes include four years of 
English, three years of math, 
three years of social studies, 
three years of science (two for 
those entering business and the 
work force), three years of a 
foreign language (one for 
business and work force 
students), one year of fine arts, 
one year of heajth, and one year 
of computer instruction. ‘Also 
recommended is a strong em- 
phasis on reading, writing and 
oral communication skills. 

Al present, only four years of 
physical educaton and one year 
of U.S. history are required in 
Massachusetts schools 
Wilmington also presently 
requires four years of English 

If the report is finally ap- 
proved, Action For Excellence 
task force ehairman John 
Brooks anticipates _the 
requirements being put into 


effect by next September. Both 
this year’s ninth grade class and 
next year’s incoming freshmen 
will immediately be affected by 


the changes. 
Four points were touched on 
by Fleming’s group. Ad- 


ministration. staff_ members 
suggested that 120 credits be the 
total required for graduation 
This would include both 
required courses and electives 
Presently, only 100 credits are 
needed. 

Instead of two years of science 
for those entering the business 
and workforce suggested by the 
study, the task force proposed 
three years of science for all 
students. Fleming explained 
that level one and two pupils 
need the additional familiarity 
with science principles. 

Fleming's group went along 

with the suggestion to increase 
the actual class day, especially 
as students will be in transit 
from one building to another 
during the renovation period 
and more passing time will be 
needed. 
No mention was made of the one 
year compuuter course. When 
asked why this was so, math 
teacher Ben Levy said they 
would be hard press 
the course to one 
would need more equipment and 
staff 

At the end of his comments, 
Fleming said he looks forward 
to a “quality extensive 
program" with a challenging 
experience for each child, ac- 


cording to his ability. 

The school committee will 
take under advisement 
Fleming's comments in further 
studying the Excellence in 
Education report 

‘After the meeting, Brooks said 
he was pleased by Fleming's 
report and felt it showed his task 
force did a “constructive job.”” 
It is important to note, he added, 
that they did leave the content of 
the recommended courses to the 
professionals. 

Brooks also sees ‘no heavy 
impact’ on staff changes in the 
near future. They may need to 
hire additional staff by the third 
year, though, when the 
renovation is complete. 

In other business, committee 
members took a hard look at the 
teacher's Professional Days 


account, which has been 
seriously depleted. Bob 
Peterson, calling it ‘poor 


financial planning’ asked .that 
this matter be looked into as the 
money should have lasted the 
full 12 months. 

Some of the problem was: 
attributed to.ynexpected items 
which came up and sums of 
money going toward computer 
training and summer 
curriculum workshops. There is 
the possibility of getting the 
money back for computer 
training through a block grant 

A motion was passed stating 
that no further requests for 
professonal days will be ac- 
cepted until they can pinpoint

All a backyard built boat 
needs at the present time to 
comply with the Coast Guard 
standards is a Hull Iden 
tification Number (HIN). This 
can be obtained in Maine and 
New Hampshire at no cost by 
writing to the Coast Guard 
Boating Standards Branch, 150 
Causeway Street, Boston, Ma 
02114.

Hefore this review even 
begins, it must be stated that 
this article is prejudicial, This 
reviewer will attend any movie 
in which Gene Kelly is listed in 
the credits, The man need not do 
anything more than stand still 
and smile pleasantly on oc 
casion. This is a deep-rooted 
affection that dates back to 
seventh grade, and luckily, his 
appearance in That's Dancing 
has done nothing but enhance 
this feeling. Enough said 

That's Dancing is a film along 
the same lines as That's Enter 
tainment, only in this case it is 
different aspects of dance that 
are discussed, instead of various 
movie genres.

Medicare now needs “Official” second opinion 


New England Memorial 
Hospital reports that new 
government Medicare 
regulations now require private 
physicians to get permission 
from an outside Peer Review 
Organization (PRO) beofre 
Medicare patients can be ad- 
mitted to the hospital for certain 
elective (Non-emergency) 
treatment or surgery. The new 
law applies to Medicare 
patients, physicians and 
hospitals throughout the 
country. 


According to the law, PRO's 
have been set up to monitor and 
reduce “unnecessary” treat- 
ment in order to hold down the 
high costs of the Medicare 
program. 

If your doctor decides you 
should be hospitalized for some 
elective surgery or treatment, 
he or she must first request 
approval from the 
Massachusetts PRO office. If 
that federally mandated agency
